Applicant has not presented any new arguments which were not addressed in the previous office action. Pg.9-10 repeat the previous 
presented arguments verbatum. Previous final office action rejected these arguments as piecemeal analysis. 
Applicant's arguments on the page 11-12 regarding the motivation to combine are reconsidered and found to unpersuasive. The 
motivation to combine Doty with Mencinger would have been that Doty's discloses the requirements/parameters for accelerated life test for 
various ambient and power driven fluctuation situations (Doty: Slides 5 &6) and Mencinger teaches that a package/processor lifetime can 
be broken down into different types of fluctuations from the point it manufactured till the end of the package/processor lifetime. Further, 
Mencinger cites Doty's and others teachings as references in his paper. Hence the combination of Doty-Mencinger is not a speculative 
assertion. 

Applicant's argument on page 13 regarding claim 16 are more specific than as required by the claims. Applicant argues that the 
frequencies and magnitudes of temperature fluctuations pertinent to each identified ambient and power driven temperature fluctuations 
are not the same as the teachings of Doty, where daily temperature fluctuations are superimposed on the year-long baseline. Claim 16 
does not contain any limitation specifying the exact temperature magnitude and frequency of fluctuation, thereby making Doty's teachings 
prior art. Further, argument made by Doty-Mencinger is based on obviousness where Doty-Mencinger teach frequency and magnitude of 
temperature fluctuations as presented by the limitations. 

Arguments presented for claim 6-12, 14, 17, 22, 13 and 15 are allegations as no arguments were presented pertaining to limitations 

present in these claims. 

All claims as presented remain rejected.
